VERIFIED COMPLAINT FOR FORFEITURE 


COMES NOW, Plaintiff the United States of America, by and through its attorneys, Jeffrey 
B. Jensen, United States Attorney for the Eastern District of Missouri, and Stephen Casey, 
Assistant United States Attorneys for said district, and for its Verified Complaint for Eorfeiture 
states as follows: 


NATURE OF THE ACTION 

1. This is a civil action in rem brought by the United States, pursuant to 21 U.S.C. § 
Section 881(a)(6), seeking forfeiture of all right, title, and interest in the above-captioned 
defendant property. 

2. The defendant property is described more fully as: 

A. $4,490.00 U.S. currency; and

B. $19,274.00 U.S. currency. 

JURISDICTION AND VENUE 

3. This Subject Matter Jurisdiction of this Court is based on Title 28, United States 
Code, Sections 1345, 1355(a), Title 18, United States Code, Section 981, and Title 21, United 
States Code, Section 881. In Rem jurisdiction is based on Title 28, United States Code, Section 
1355. 

4. Venue is proper in this district pursuant to Title 28, United States Code, Section 
1355 & 1395 and Title 21, United States Code, Section 881(j). 

STATUTORY FRAMEWORK 

5. The above defendant property was furnished or intended to be furnished in 
exchange for controlled substances in violation of the Controlled Substances Act, Title 21, United 
States Code, Section 801 et seq., was proceeds traceable to such an exchange, and was used or 
intended to be used to facilitate such an exchange. The defendant property is therefore subject to 
forfeiture to the United States of America, under the provisions of Title 21, United States Code, 
Section 881(a)(6). 

FACTS GIVING RISE TO FORFEITURE 

6. Beginning in 2014, the Federal Bureau of Investigation (hereafter “FBI”) began an 
investigation which later identified Jarrod Shumpert (hereafter “Shumpert”) as being involved in 
a conspiracy to distribute crack cocaine and methamphetamine in the St. Louis, Missouri area. 

7. Intercepted communications between Shumpert and others, supported by physical 
surveillance, law enforcement intelligence, controlled drug purchases, confidential source (CS) 
information, court authorized telephone interceptions and interviews disclosed that Shumpert and 
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others were distributing multi-ounce levels of methamphetamine to various individuals within the 
Eastern District of Missouri. 

8. On April 11, 2017, investigators utilized a confidential source who purchased 
approximately 7.3 grams of methamphetamine from Shumpert. 

9. Investigators learned that at one time the confidential source was purchasing up to 
several ounces of methamphetamine per week from Shumpert. 

10. On May 17, 2017, investigators executed a federal search warrant at the residence 
of Shumpert, located at 9480 Halls Ferry Rd. Jennings, Missouri. Investigators located Shumpert 
and Adrian Brown (“Brown”) while securing the residence. 

11. During the execution of the above federal search warrant, investigators seized 
approximately six (6) cell phones, a digital scale, miscellaneous documents, two (2) Apple i-pads, 
two (2) computers, one pistol magazine containing live 9mm rounds, $4,490 U.S. currency found 
in a pair of pants on the dresser in the bedroom, and $19,274 U.S. currency found in the rafters of 
the basement above the bathroom. 

12. Shumpert previously worked at CL West Management, EEC, which is based out of 
California but lives in St. Louis. Shumpert earned approximately $3,044.46 from April to June, 
2017. 

13. By reason of these premises, the defendant currency is subject to forfeiture to the 
United States, pursuant to the provisions of Title 21, United States Code, Section 881(a)(6). 

COUNT ONE - FORFEITURE 
21 U.S.C. § 881(a)(6) 
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14. The United States incorporates by reference the allegations set forth in Paragraphs 
1 to 13 above as if fully set forth herein. 

15. The defendant property is subject to forfeiture pursuant to 21 U.S.C. § 881(a)(6) as 
moneys furnished or intended to be furnished in exchange for a controlled substance, or as 
proceeds traceable to such exchange, and as money used or intended to be used to facilitate any 
violation of the Controlled Substances Act. 

PRAYER FOR RELIEF 

WHEREFORE, the United States of America prays that a Warrant for Arrest be issued for 
the defendant property and the defendant property be condemned and forfeited to the United States 
of America, in accordance with the provisions of law; and that the United States of America be 
awarded its costs in this action, and have such other relief as provided by law and the nature of the 
case may require.
